The Bridger
Range: the avalanche danger is rated MODERATE on slopes steeper than 35 degrees and LOW
everywhere else.

Sunday: Partly sunny, with a high near 32, low around 13.

Monday: A chance of snow. Mostly cloudy, with a high near 31, low around 8.

Tuesday: A chance of snow. Mostly cloudy, with a high near 23, low around 8.
